n the train leaving here at 8:40 at 
igbt, and allowing ,it to lie for four 
lonrs in the yards at Lisbon. 


Because tlie sleeper leave-i here so 


arly in the evening residents along 
hat line aie compelled to use np nine 
and ten hours for trips which only 
iccupy five and six hours of actual 
ailway, travel. 
They are also pre- 


vented from going to places of enter- 
ainment here in the evening because 
he train leaves here so early. 


Up to about a year ago the Valley 


division sleeper was always hauled by 
he St. Paul road on the midnight 
rain. 
In Angnst of last year, how- 


iver, the company began pulling the 
car on the first section of the Pioneer 
.limited, alleging at the time that it 
was only a temporary make-shift and 
;hat soon the midnight service would 
TB restored. 
Over a year haa gone 


}y, however, and the sleeper still 
remains on the early train, muoh to 
the inconvenience of Valley division 
residents, ilow they are going to 
the commission and complain of a 
service wnioh keeps them nine hours 
on the route for a five hour journey.

Franklin Pierce Shows That La- 


bor Is Not Benefited by 


Unjust Tax. 


MANUFACTURER KEEPS PROFIT 


Proof of Democratic Platform'3 Sound- 


ness Cited In Reports of Wage In- 
vestigations.

For a hundred years of our history 


the manufacturers, believing that they 
received a benefit from the protective 
:arlffB, have ingeniously devised plaus- 
ible pretexts for Imposing increased 
jrices upon the necessaries of life. At 
first they said that Industry In our 
country was In Its Infancy and needed 
protection. When those Industries had 
become strong and needed no aid the 
manufacturers Invented the theory 
that the foreigner paid the duty. This 
theory was exploded, and they declar- 
ed that cheap clothing meant cheap 
men and was not a blessing. 


Driven from every one of these Inde- 


fensible positions, their final and only 
argument left today Is that the tariff 
Is Imposed upon foreign Imports to en- 
able the manufacturer to increase has 
profits and pay higher wages. 


The Democratic! platform declares 


that: 


"In the most highly protected indus- 


tries, such as cotton and wool, steel 
and Iron, the Mages of the laborers are 
the lowest paid in any of our mdus- 
tiles."

Extortion cf Wool Tariff. 


Outside of the duties on two or three 


commodities of compaiatlvelj little Im- 
portance, the duties on wooh'ii cloth 
are the highest of any in the unlf 
schedules According to Senator Hued 
Smoot, owiur of a woolen mill at 
Prevost, Utah, and chairman ol the 
Bnance committee In charge of tariff 
legislation in the senate, wearing ap- 
parel valued at 30 cents a pound now 
pays 206 2-11 pur cent duty. 


This and other correspondingly high 


duties on the manufactures of wool 
are made to enable the manufacturer 
to pay his labor an inci eased wage 
over those of foreign countries 
But 


the duty on woolen goods is nearly five 
times the entire labor cost, while the 
American manufacture] s In 1905 paid 
In wages only IS per cent, of the total 
valiu of their production. 


At Lawrence In this most highly pro- 


tected industry 
the laborers 
were 


obliged to strike even for a living 
wage. Thousands of adult males were 
receiving only from'$6 to $9 a week 
and many only $6 to $0 a week. As a 
result of the strike the American 
Woolen company gave Its employees 
slight increases In wages. 


The wool tariff bill vetoed by Presi- 


dent Taft reduced the duties on raw 
wool from 42.20 to 29 per cent, and on 
manufactures of wool from 87.65 to 
48 30 per cent. Mr. Taft said he ve- 
:oed it because the proposed rates did 
not comply with the findings of the 
tariff board. Senator La Folletle con- 
tradicted the president, saying that 
the proposed rates varied from 1 per 
cent, lower to 11.S higher than the 
tariff board's findings Justified. 


Low Wages In Steel. 


Manufacturers of iron and steel in 


1905 
paid In wages only IB per cent, 


of the total value of their production, 
while the duty then would average 
about 45 to 47 per cent., and on all 
metals It now averages 34.51 per cent. 


American 
wages 
are 
really 
the 


cheapest wages In the world when yau 
take Into account the amount of pro- 
duction per man. 


An Illustration of this appears In 


the Stanley report, investigating the 
steel trust, as follows: 


"The labor cost of producing pig 


Iron In Pennsylvania fell from $1.35 a 
ton In 1902 to 82 cents a ton In 1909, 
yet the realized value of the pig Iron 
output was J15.64 In 1902, whereas it 
was ?17.44 In 1909. In other words, 
wageworkers In 1902 got $1.25 for pro- 
ducing only $15.64 worth of pig iron 
and in 1909 only 82 cents for produc- 
ing $17.44 worth. 


While thus treating labor the Indus- 


trial combinations that have grown up 
under the protection of the tariff have 
fixed the prices of commodities at the 
highest point the home market would 
stand. For twelve years they have 
been unjustly transferring through, the 
protection tariff billions of dollars from 
the earnings of labor Into their own 
pockets. 


When will the laboring men of the 


country oast off this delusion that the 
tariff 
IB for their benefit and with 


their votes strike down this monstrous 
injustice?

1893 WAS UNDER HIGH TARIFF 


Every Panic Since the Civil War Haa 


Been a Republican Panic—Lessons 
From 1907 Upheaval. 


The enemies of Democracy are mak- 


ing their anticipated aud regularly re- 
curring howl—they ore predicting hard 
times If Woodrow Wilson is elected 
president on a Democratic tariff revi- 
sion platform. 


The Republicans are claiming all 


credit for present prosperity. 


A glance backward will be worth 


while at this time. 


Bvary panic since tho 
Civil 
war 


originated and developed under Re- 
publican rule. 


The Republican campaign textbook 


of 1904 devoted much space to the 
many business disasters occurring from 
July, 1893, to November, 1894, intend- 
ing the public to attribute them to tha 
inauguration of President Cleveland 
in March, 1893. But tha Republicans 
fall to refer to tho Cact that the Re- 
publican tariff law was In force dur- 
ing more than twelve of the sixteen 
months of greatest business disasters 
This fact must bo remembered—the 
McKinley tariff- bill became 
a 
law 


Oct. G, 1890, and tho first Indications 
of the 1893 panic wore seen Nov. 11, 
1890, scarcely more than thirty days 
after the McKItiloy law was passed, 
and the panic reached its worse stago 
in 1893 and early In 
1894, during 


•which time the McKinley law was lu 
full force. 


Millions Lose Their Jobs. 


It may bo recalled, too, that 
tho 


panic of 1873 under Republican rule 
and In a period of twelve years ot high 
tariff taxation, was most disastrous. 
It continued five years, 3,000,000 work- 
lugtnen were thrown out of employ- 
ment and bankruptcy ran riot. 


In 1S90 the McKinley high tariif bill 


was passed, and there were 
10,673 


failures, followed by 12,394 in 1891. 
The tariff was raised to nearly 50 per 
cent, but wages stood still 
or 
de- 


clined while the cost of necessaries 
advanced. 


The most serious labor troubles In 


the history ot the United States have 
occurred under Republican high tariffs. 


Some Lessons From 1907. 


Tho Republican panic of 1907 fur- 


nished another forceful refutation of 
the Republican claim that Democratic 
administration and hard times, lower 
tariffs and panics have been co-ex- 
isting. 
, 


lu 1907, in the midst of prosperity, 


thousands of leading banks, with hun- 
dreds of millions ou deposit, suspend- 
ed cash payments. The trouble began 
as a result of a struggle 
between 


great New York financial Institutions 
for business. 


The New York post in October, 1907, 


said: 


Condemn Themselves. 


"The certain and significant thing Is 


that it will be known as a Kepublicau 
and high tariff panic. Protest 'as Re- 
publicans may, they will be held re- 
sponsible. 
Out ot their own mouths 


the Republican party and the Dingley- 
ites will stand condemned. They fixed 
in 1896 the standard by which they 
cannot escape being Judged. In the 
party platform of that year they re- 
fored to the panic of 1898, and the 
hard times following, squarely 
to 


charge up the entire accountability to 
the party in control of the 
national 


government, and the political Infer- 
ence was stated with merciless logic: 


" 'Every consideration 
of 
public 


safety and Individual 
interest 
de- 


mands that the government bo res- 
cued from the hands of those who 
have shown themselves Incapable of 
conducting it.' 


"Now, what are the Republicans go- 


ing to do when the Democrats hand 
them back their 
poisoned 
chalice? 


* * * A great emergency has come 
and the high tariff is seen to be of no 
avail whatever. It was to keep us all 
right and prosperous." 


"Because the country has just got 


over the results of a Republican panic 
the president and his friends are urg- 
ing us to perpetuate the 
Republican 


administration," says the Philadelphia 
Record. 


Business Depression. 


"As Boon as business was. checked 


flve years ago the steel corporation, 
which was encouraged by Mr. Roose- 
vent to swallow the Tennessee con- 
cern, then its most formidable poten- 
tial competitor, drew its fires and 
threw about half its workmen out of 
employment. 
Other industries did 


much the same thing. * * , * There 
was an extensive stoppage of mills 
in Philadelphia. 


"The Republican candidate for con- 


gress In the Kensington-Richmond 
district Is usmg the 'soup houses of 
1893' as a means of scaring the wage 
earners from voting the Democratic 
ticket.

UNMASKING THE 


TARIFFJELUSION 


Franklin Pieroe Shows That La- 


bor Is Not Benefited by 


Unjust tax. 


MANUFACTURER KEEPS PROFIT 


Proof of Democratic Platform's Sound- 


ness Cited In Reports of Wage In- 
vestigations. 


By FRANKLIN PIERCE. 


For a hundred years of our history 


the manufacturers, believing that they 
received a benefit from the protective 
tariffs, have ingeniously devised plaus- 
ible pretexts for Imposing increased 
prices upon the necessaries of life. At 
first they Bald that Industry In our 
country was in Us infancy, and needed 
protection. When those industries had 
become strong and needed no aid the 
manufacturers invented the theory 
that the foreigner paid the duty. This 
theory was exploded, and they declar- 
ed that cheap clothing meant cheap 
men and was not a blessing. 


Driven from every one of these inde- 


fensible positions, their final and only 
argument left today. Is that the tariff 
Is Imposed upon foreign Imports to en- 
able the manufacturer to increase his 
profits and pay higher wages. 


The Democratic platform declares 


that: 
"In the most highly protected Indus- 


tries, such as cotton and wool, steel 
and iron, tho wages of the laborers are 
the lowest paid in any of our Indus- 
tries.". 


Prqof of this statement is found in 


reports of many recent official investi- 
gations of wages in the United States. 


Wages In Cotton Industry. 


Under the existing Payne-Aldrlch 


tariff law actual imports of cotton 
cloth- paid in 1.910 average duties of 
6G.4 per cc'nt. 


In 1905, when work and wage condi- 


tions in the cotton industry were ex- 
ceptionally good, the wages of 202,211 
cotton mill operatives in the United 
States—men, women and children—av- 
eraged only $6.<17 a week. The average 
•wage Cor men was but $7.71 a week. 
Cor women $G.."0 and I'or children. $3.21. 


As to till! profits, so veil tec'n leading 


cotton mills, with total capitalization 
of S25,110,OiiO and total surplus of $21,- 
303,501, paid in nine years dividends 
averaging 22 per cent. 


The cotton manufacturers turned out 


in 1905 ?442..|rji.,2l8 worth of goods and 
paid in wages therefore $1)4,337,093, or 
21 por cent, of. tlie value of the finished 
product. 


Extortion of Wool Tariff. 


Outside of the duti«s on two or three 


commodities of comparatively little Im- 
portance, the duties on woolen cloth 
are the highest of any in the tariff 
schedules. According to Senator Reed 
Smoot, owner of a woolen mill at 
Prevost, Utah, ar.d cliLiirmaa of the 
finance committee In charge of tariff 
legislation in the senate, wearing ap- 
parel valued at 30 cent's a pound now 
pays 206 2-!! per cent. duty. 


This and other correspondingly high 


duties on the manufactures of wool 
are made to enable the', manufacturer 
to pay his labor an increased wage 
over those of foreign countries. But 
the duty on woolen goods Is nearly five 
times the entire labor coat, while the 
American manufacturers in 1905 paid 
[n wages only IS per cent, of the total 
value of tliolr production. 


At Lawrence in this most highly pro- 


tected i.-.duslry 
the laborers 
were 


obliged to strike even for a living 
wage. Thousands of adult males were 
receiving only from'$6 to $9 a week 
and many only $5 to ?B a week. As a 
result of the strike 
the American 


Woolen company gave Its employees 
slight Increases in wages. 


The wool tariff bill vetoed by Presi- 


dent Tart reduced the duties on raw 
wool from 42.20 to 29 per cent, and on 
manufactures of wool from 87.65 to 
48.30 per cent. 
Mr. Taft said he ve- 


toed it because the proposed rates did 
not comply with the findings of the 
Larift board. Senator La Follette con- 
tradicted the president, saying that 
tho proposed rates varied from 1 per 
cent, lower to 11.6 higher than the. 
tariff board's Endings justified. 
i 


Low Wages In Steel. 


Manufacturers of iron and steel in 


1905 
paid in wages only 15 per cent, 


of the total value o£ their production, 
while the duty then w.ould average 
about 45 to 47 per cent.,, and on all 
metals It now averages 34.51 per cent. 


American 
wages 
are 
really 
the 


cheapest wages In the world when ydu 
take Into account trie amount of pro- 
duction per man. 


An illustration of this appears in 


the Stanley report, investigating the 
steel trust, as follows: 


"The labor cost of producing pig 


iron -in Pennsylvania fell from ?1.2,5 a 
ton .In" 1902 to 82 cents, a ton In 3909, 
yet the realized value "of the pig iron 
output was $15.64 In 1902, whereas it 
was $17.44 In 1909. In other words, 
wageworkers In 1902. .got'$1.26 for. pro- 
ducing only $15.64 worth of pig .iron 
and in 1909 only 82 cents for produc- 
ing $17.44 worth. 
While thus treating labor the Indus- 


trial 'combinations that-have grown up 
under the protection of-the'tariff have 
fixed;the prices of commodities at the 
highest, point the home market would 
stand.' For : twelve' years 
; they . have 


been''unjustly 'transferring through the 
protection tariff billions of;'dollars from 
the earnings of labor Into their 'own 
pockets. .

1893 WAS UNDER HIGH TARIFF 


"Every Panlo Since the Civil War Haa 


Been a Republican Panic—Lessons 
From 1907 Upheaval. 


The enemies of Democracy are mak- 


ing their anticipated and regularly re- 
curring howl—they are predicting hard 
times if Woodrow Wilson is elected 
president on a Democratic tariff revi- 
sion platform. 
The Republicans are claiming aU 


credit for present prosperity. 


A glance backward -will bo worth 


while at this time. 
Every panic since the 
Civil 
war 


originated and developed under Re- 
publican rule. 
The Republican campaign textbook 


of 1904 devoted much space to the 
many business disasters occurring from 
July, 1S93, to November, 1S94, intend- 
ing the public to attribute them to tho 
inauguration of 
President Cleveland 


in March, 1S93. But the Republicans 
fail to refer to tho fact that the Re- 
publican tariff law was in force dur- 
ing more than twelve of the sixteen 
months of greatest business disasters. 
This fact must be 
remembered—tho 


McKinley tariff- bill became 
a 
law 


Oct. 6, 1S90, and the first indications 
of the' 1SD3 panic were seen Nov. 11, 
1890, 
scarcely more than thirty days 


after the McKinley law -was passed, 
and the panic reached Its worse stage 
in 1S93 and early in 
1S94, during 


which time the McKinley law was In 
full force. 


Millions Lose Their Jobs. 


It may be recalled, too, that 
the 


panic of 1873 under Republican rule 
and in a period of twelve years of high 
tariff taxation, was most disastrous. 
It continued five years, 3,000,000 work- 
Ingmen were thrown out of employ- 
ment and bankruptcy ran riot. 


In 1SOO the McKinley high tariff bill 


was passed, and there were 
10,073 


failures, followed by 12,394 
in 
1891. 


The tariff was raised to nearly 50 per 
cent, but wages stood still 
or 
de- 


clined while the cost of necessaries 
advanced. 
The most serious labor troubles in 


the history of the United States have 
occurred under Republican high tariffs. 


Some Lessons From 1907. 


Tho Republican panic of 1907 fur- 


nished another forceful refutation of 
the Republican claim that Democratic 
administration and hard times, lower 
tariffs and panics have been co-ex- 
isting.

In 1907, in the midst of prosperity, 


thousands of leading banks, with hun- 
dreds of millions on deposit, .suspend- 
ed cash payments. The trouble began 
as a result of

great New York flnanciul institutions 
for business. 
The New York post In October, 1907, 


said: 


Condemn Themselves. 


"The certain and significant thing is 


that it will be known as a Republican 
and high tariff panic. Protest 'as Re- 
publicans may, they will be held re- 
sponsible. Out of their own mouths 
the Republican party and the Dingley- 
Ites will stand condemned. They fixed 
In 1896 the standard by which they 
cannot escape being Judged. In the 
party platform of that year they ro- 
fored to the panic of 1893, and tho 
hard times following, 
squarely 
to 


charge up the entire accountability to 
the party in control of the national 
government, and the political infer- 
ence was stated with merciless logic: 


" 'Every consideration 
of. public 


safety and individual interest 
de- 


mands that the government be res- 
cued from the hands of those who 
have shown themselves Incapable of 
conducting it.' 


"Now, what are the Republicans go- 


ing to do when the Democrats hand 
them back their 
poisoned 
chalice? 


* * * - A great emergency has come 
and the high tariff is seen to be of no 
avail whatever. It was to keep us all 
right and prosperous." 


"Because the country has Just got 


over the results of a Republican panic 
the president and his friends are urg- 
ing us to perpetuate the 
Republican 


administration," says the Philadelphia 
Record.

Thib remarkable aeroplane gun is the invention 


of Lieut-Col Isaac N. Lewis of the United States 
armv coast artillery corps 
Curiously eiifugh 


the gun was designed primarily for infantry nnd 
cavalry use 
Later, however. Colonel Lewis was 


Impressed "with its possibilities for use m aero- 
planes 
' 


Heretofore the difficulties which have stood in 


the way of serviceable guns for aeroplanes h^e 
been difficulty in manipulation, too great weigbl, 
terrific recoil which would knock the frail ciafl 
out of gear, and flame from the ride which would 
endanger tho machine. 


In the Lewis gun these difficulties are elimi- 


nated 
There is no smoke—no flame—only the 


sound of the explosion tells that the gun has been 
fired. There is no recoil and the gun is so bal- 
anced by the magazine that the aim Is not even 
Interrupted while the gun is being fired It can 
be fired at ab high a rate as 750 shots a minute, 
but the rate may be reduced to 350 shots per 
minute, or to any number between these limits, 
by a simple adjustment of the gasport valve con- 
trolling the admission of the gas to the piston 
cylinder 
When firing at full speed it takes ap- 


proximately four seconds to discharge a maga- 
zine of fifty cartridges, and the empty magazine 
maj be replaced by a full one within two seconds. 


It might naturally be supposed that such rapid- 


ity of firing would soon overheat the barrel of 
the gun and render It temporarily useless. One 
of the distinguishing features of the gun, how- 
ever, is a device whereby the barrel is kept con- 
tinually cool by automatical!}' produced blasts of 
air 
The barrel of the gun is surrounded by a 


close-fitting aluminum Jacket, cylindrical In form 
and having some twenty deeply-cut longitudinal 
grooves extending from breech to muzzle Out- 
side of this jacket Is a light steel tube, three and 


three-quarters inches in dlametor 
at the breech and two and seven- 
eighths inches at the muzzle end 
of the gun 
The giooves in the 


steel jacket have full access to the 
atmosphere at the 
breech, thus 


forming a series of inclosed air 
ducts running the entire length of 
the barrel. Each time the gun is 
fired the ejector action of the dis- 
charge blast sucks through these 
ducts from the rear, a draft of air 
which selves to carry off the heat 
tiansmitted to the jacket from the 
barrel 
The cooling Is automatlj 


In action, without the us" of water 
or other cooling liquid and without 
mechanism or moving parts. 
As 


aluminum has six times the heat 
conductivity of steel and but onc- 
thlicl its weighti this very effective 
method of cooling the gun adds 
but a few pounds to the 
total 


weight carried 


Another novel foatuio which dif- 


ferentiates the Lewis gun from all 
other 
gas-operated 
guns is the 


small 
inclosed 
operating 
spring 


which Is locatetd noar the trigger- 
piece at the breech far removed 
from all injurious heat effects. The 
temper of this spring cannot be af- 


fected b> either direct or transmitted heat, no 
matter of lapid and long-continued firing 


The development tests of the gun, wnich have 


been in progress for two \ears, bhovv that the 
barrel does not become overheated undei con- 
tinuous flie at full speed, and that It will not 
theietore be necessary to cany along an extra 
barrel when on the filing line 
Since no cooling 


water is necessary and no special mount except 
a small stake or "cowboy" mount weighing abou! 
eight pounds, the field equipment of the Lewis 
gun is reduced to a minimum. The gun may be 
fired from any natural suppoit found in the field, 
such as a rock. log. stump, tree or mount of 
earth. It is even possible to empty a magazine 
whilevholdmg the Run to the shoulder or from the 
hip. as the recoil effect Is scarcely noticeable. 


It is a matter of note that one of the most 


conspicuous things on the battlefield In South 
Africa was the let of steam from the boiling 
water which was being used on the barrels of 
the rapid fire guns for cooling purposes. 


The gun is simplicity itself 
It has only forty- 


seven paits, as compared with twice that number 
for other rapid fire guns. 
On the battlefield or 


m the air where tools are necessarily scarce, and 
where they are needed more than anywhere else 
when they are wanted, the Lewis gun would cer- 
tainlv cause no worry, should some piece of the 
mechanism be broken or otherwise get out of 
working order, since the only tool required to 
dissemble or assemble the gun is tho point of a 
bullet 


The sustained rapidity ot fire of which the gun 


is capable makes it a far more dangerous and 
effective weapon than any bomb-dropping device 
a? yet devised. 


The accuracy of the firing of the Lewis aero- 


plane gun on its first test was not only surpris- 
ing in itself, but has aroused attention on the part 
of our army and navy experts to the fact that 
our battleships and the disappearing gun bat- 
teries of our coast defenses aro completely un- 
prepared for attack from the air 
In the opinion 


of many, including Colonel Lewis, who is also 
the Inventor of the Lewis depression position 
finder now employed in the coast artillery serv- 
ice, It marks the beginning of a development 
that is destined to produce radical changes in 
our land defense and coast armaments, both for 
offense and defense. 


According to Colonel Lewis, an aeroplane cost- 


ing not more than ?E.OOO will easily be able to 
carry the gun, 2,000 rounds of ammunition, the 
gun operator and the pilot. At a height of one 
mile or greater and while moving at a speed of 
fifty miles per hour. It will be possible with this 
gun to pour in the most destructive fire upon the 
deck and flre control masts of battleships, and
